On the luia Pebruary, 1984, Shri Gobinda Prasad Biswas, 
Sub-liispcctor of Police, received information that a dacoit 
gang, alter committinfi dacoity in Jewellery shops at Panskuia 
area had pioceedcd lowaids KharagpiW' via National High¬ 
way No. 6-Conlbay Koad. He, alongwitb a Police party 
consisting of one Assistant Sub-Inspector, four Constables 
and one Driver, immediately left in Police Jeep to intercept 
the gang. On reaching Rupnarayanpur Bridge, the Police 
party started checking Kharagpur bound trucks. Shri Biswas 
noticed one truck coming at a high speed from Pansktjra 
side. He signalled the truck to stop, which slow¬ 
ed down for a moment but again speed towards Kharagpur. 
Several persons were noticed sitting in the driver's cabin and 
deck of the truck. Suspecting involvement of the truck in 
the said dacoity, Shri Biswas, alongwith his men, started 
chasing the truck. The occupants of the truck hurled bombs 
aiming at the Police Jeep. The Police party also returned 
the fire and continued the chase. The criminals threw some 
wooden planks on the road to create obstruction to the chas¬ 
ing Police Jeep. However, the Police party intercepted the 
truck on the crossing of bridge River Kasai. The truck 
driver, finding no other alternative to escape, took a sharp 
turn to the right along the by-pgss to Midnapore town but 
the truck capsized, Ihe Police party immediately pounced 
Upon the criminals and apprehended eight of them. One 
pipcgun, seven live bombs, four Bhojalis and stolen property 
including 28 tolas of gold ornaments, 19 Kgs. of silver or¬ 
naments and Rs. 5626/- in cash were recovered from the 
dacolts.

On the 13th October, 1983, IShri Swainn Singh, Dy. Siipdt, 
of Police, received information that a known extremist gronp 
headed by Jagir Singh alongwith his accomplices, 
WM taking shelter in the farm house of Tarsem Singh Nihang 
of Village Vain Puin, After collecting available force from 
nearby Police stations, Shri Stvaran Singh rushed to the spot. 
On reaching the said village in the morning of 14th October, 
1983. at about 4.00 A.M. the Police party surrounded the 
‘BEHAK’ Farm house. Knowing the arrival of the Police 
party the extremists started firing at the Police party. The 
Police party returned the fire in self-defence. The exchange 
of Are continued for about half an hour. The extremists 
taking advantage of the darkness escaped but were chased 
away by the Police party upto three kilometres. The extre¬ 
mists hid themselves In a maize crop and started filing again 
on the Police party. Shri Swaran Singh divided the force 
into four groups and surrounded the field. He. alongwith 
Constable Dalbir Singh, advanced in the field. The extre¬ 
mists attacked the advancing party with hand grenades and 
heavy firing. Shri Swaran Singh fired at the culprits. Cons¬ 
table Dalbir Singh who was also advancing was badly wound¬ 
ed and was removed to Civil Hospital, Tarn Taran. Undaun¬ 
ted by firing from extremist’s side, Shri Swaran Singh moved 
ahead exchanging fire.

When the firing was stopped, four dead bodies of the extre¬ 
mists were found in the field. During the exchange of fire 
the extremists used about 500 rounds and seven hand-gre¬ 
nades tone of which did not explode!, One .303 rifle, one 
.12 bore gun. three .303 pistols, six .303 live cartridges, 
seventy-five ,303 empty cartridges, two .12 bore rifies, fifty 
.9 mm live cartridges and fifteen .12 bore empty cartridge-, 
iveie recovered from the extremist*. 

In this encounter Shri Swaran Singh, Dy. Supdt. of Police 
and Shri Dalbir Sineb. Constable, displayed conspicuous 
g.allantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

‘Without caring 
for his life, Shri Hakim Rai entered the burning build'pg to 
r'ccnr the trapped memhers He stood like a rock and did pot 
allow the rnob to enter the huildinc. But for the bravery of 
Shri Hakim Rao, the lives of all the 13 persons taking shel¬ 
ter in the burning hnikling would have been lost. 

In Ibis incident, Shri Hakim Ral. Inspector, displ.aved conr- 
picnous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order.
